The Chestnut Street: well, which 
provided a lot of Wilmington’s water 
was shut down when the TCE was 
discovered.

Based on pi reports which 
have not po fully evaluated it ap- 
pears that the TCE near the Chestnut 
Street well is from a local source, and 
not from the brook, It is possible, 
Allan says, that someone sneaked into 
the town well field and dumped some 
liquid which contained TCE. It is not 
proven.

is “Jackson built.” The houses built 

by the Jackson Brothers - of 

Wilmington are of such quality that 
the name adds value to the home. 

Twenty years ago, three brothers, 
Frederick, Leland and Lionel Jackson 
came to Wilmington, and decided to 
earn some money building houses. 

The first Jackson homes were built + 
one at a time, with all the work per- 
formed by the brothers. 

The Jackson Brothers went on to 
change the map of Wilmington. 
During the 1960's, they built hundreds 
of homes, including those in several

A paved road to 


. The Garden of Eden 


‘The road to hell, the story has it, is 
paved with good intentions. 
‘During 1979 in Wilmington, 
Somebody finally got around to 
paving the road to the Garden of 


Three hundred and fourteen years 
4go, in the records of the Colonial 
Town of Wooburne, there is a 
¥eference to the road ‘over Wood Hill 
to Will Butter's." Will Butter was a 
Scot, a prisoner of war from the time 
af Cromwell, who was an indentured 
servant in Woburn. When he finally 
gained his freedom, in 1665 or earlier, 
he built a home where the Bruce 
MacDonald family now lives, on 
Chestnut Street in Wilmington. 

Mill Road, which runs by the Bruce 
MacDonald home, was that road over 
Wood Hill. For several hundred years 
the road led to the mills on Wood Hill. 
‘There were several mills, operated by 
the power provided by Mill Brook, a 
branch of the Maple Meadow Brook. 
‘The last mill, operated by Noah Clapp 
Has left some magnificent stonework, 
in Burlington near the Wilmington 
line. 

Above the mill operated by Noah 
Clapp are the remains of earlier 
dams, which operated mills in 
Colonial days. Those mill dams are in 
Burlington, and are-owned by that 
town. 

The mill operated by Noah Clapp 
was used to cut timbers for the homes 
of Wilmington in the 19th century. 
The timbers of the barn of what is now 
called the Richardson Farm, then the 
Brad Eames farm on Woburn Street 
were cut by Noah Clapp, in 1874. The 
timbers of the Congregational Church 
of Wilmington steeple were cut at 
about the same time, aft 
had been blown down . 
Probably the timbers in the church 
itself, were also cut by Noah, when 
the church was built in 1864, 

Noah Clapp moved to Oakland, 
California in 1885. The stonework of 
the cellar of the home where he lived 
is still to be seen, in the woods near 
Mill Road. 

In that area are to be found many 
varieties of wood plants and flowers, 
and raspberry bushes left by the 
Butters family. There are yellow and 
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Garden

black birch and’ of course many oak 
and other trees. In the Colonial days 
the area was named the Garden of 
Eden. It was into that garden that 
Will Butter moved. 

One of the farms of the Butters 
family was that of Jimmy. It was in 
existence in 1743, possibly earlier. 
The most recent occupant, before it 
was abandoned, was the Kincaid 
family. Nina Kincaid, who was born 
there, became the wife of Herbert C. 
Barrows, for whom the Barrows 
Auditorium in Wilmington High 
School is named. 


Butters Row and Mill Road, as it looked on a map made back in 1870. The Bailey and Avery 
home is the present Walter Hinxman home, and the S.L. Johnson home, long since burned, is 
‘on the site of the Bruce MacDonald home. 
The site of the Addison home and of Noah Clapp’s home are shown on Mill Road. Clapp's 


Mill is to the left, in Burlington.

Route 129 will be 


built, but when? 


A long-awaited change should 
finally happen in Wilmington, in the 
1980's. Route 129 will ‘eventually 
undergo reconstruction. 

‘The project has been in the 
discussion stage for so long that many 
people doubt if the job will ever be 
done. 

Rep. James Miceli said he thinks 
the road will be rebuilt soon. 

“My best judgement is that 129 is no 
longer a long stretch down the road,”” 
he said. 

The project originated in the late 
1960's, with the late Rep. Fred F. Cain 
attempting to have the county build a 
by-pass around Wi Center. 
‘The first proposal was for a road that 
would have cost $400,000. The Route 
129 bridge was built in anticipation of 
the eventual construction of a road 
that would have run from McNamara 
Tire to Main and Lowell Streets, 
roughly parallel to Main Street, 

Cain managed to have the brige 
built with county funds, but the road 
was never constructed. 

The proposed road then became a 
state project, and the price began 
going up. When the state narrowed 17 
proposals down to four, the prices 
ranged between $7 million and $15 
oc: ds the ibilities for the 

In studying the possibilities for 
road, the Mass. D.P.W. held hearings, 
more hearings and still more 
hearings. Eventually, a special town 
meeting in September, 1978, voted for 
the.“‘no build” proposal. 

Many residents then considered the 
project tobe dead, but it was not. The 
D.P.W. had never considered ‘no 
build” as a course of action. It had 
been included only as a comparison. 


One off-shoot of ‘the Route 129 
project is an organization called the 
South Wilmington Betterment 
Association. It was founded: by 
residents concerned about the impact 
of the road on their homes. 7 

As presented by the D.P.W., the 17 
possible routes for the road led 
through a great number of neigh- 
borhoods. Most residents adopted the 
“nimby"” syndrome, for “‘not in my 
back yard.” 

Concerned that the entire project 
might be scuttled, the D.P.W. came 
up with a set of plans known as the 
“early start options." Basically, the 
early start options provided plans for 
reconstruction of the center, in- 
cluding the Route 62 bridge. The 
engineers of the D.P.W. felt that this 
part of the project was essential, even 
ks other portions of the road were 

or never built. 

vote eventual proposal combined 
one early start cote with one of thé 
earlier proposals. 

One very sensitive area in the 
proposal is West Street. Residents of 
the West Street area south of Route 
129 were instrumental in having the 
D.P.W. redesign an earlier plan that 
would have had a severe impact on 
their neighborhood. 

Residents of the West Street area on 
the north side of Route 12° had not 
been aware of the impact that the 
road would have on their neigh- 
borhood until 1979. When they found 
out, it was their turn to be upset, That 
problem has not been formally 
resolved, but there is a possible route 
that eould solve the problem in that 
neighborhood, with one small change,

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- Mike Barrett... profile of a busy man 


Described by the Boston Globe as 


by Charlene Arzigian 

John F. Kennédy inspired a great 
many people into government service 
when he became President. He had a 
tremendous impact on both the very 
young, who became interested in 
politics for the first time, and older 
people who became excited by the 
idea of public service and joined his 
Administration. 

State Representative Michael 
Barrett was in the fifth grade in 1960 
and among the many young people 
who were impressed by Kennedy's 
energy and self-confidence. “It 
suddenly struck everyone that 
government service was going to be a 
way to accomplish good and it would 
be exciting and romantic to boot,” 
says Rep, Barrett, ‘The inspiration of 
President Kennedy meant for Mike 
Barrett the beginning of an interest 
and involvement in politics that would 
eventually lead, him”to the State 
House of Massachusetts. . 

Mike Barrett's involvement in 
politics began when he was active in 
government activities at Reading 
High School and later at Harvard. He 
liked to write and was on the staff of 
the Harvard Crimson, the daily 
newspaper, serving as one of four or 
five editors who put the paper out 
during his senior year. He was at the 
center of involvement when his house 
at Harvard was representative on a 
student-faculty group which tried to 
mediate all the tensions that existed 
at Harvard during the anti-war years 
when buildings were being taken 
over. 

After college, Barrett went to work 
ina series of jobs relating to govern- 
ment and politics. The first year after 
graduation he worked for the Boston 
Housing Authority.(BHA). “At that 
time, Mayor White was a very 
progressive man, unlike he is today,” 
says Rep, Barrett. ‘‘He brought in'a 
lot of good people who wanted to run 
the public housing projects in new and 
innovative ways.” Barrett was 
liaison with a tenant group in Rox- 
bury which was attempting to run the 
projects as tenant managers. ‘The 
idea was that the BHA had let in- 

dividual projects deteriorate and that 
only by involving residents, just as 
they're involved as residents in 
Reading, would these projects come 
back to life,"" Barrett says. 

In 1971, Mike Barrett became in- 
volved in a voter registration effort, 
which was also oriented against the 
re-election of President Nixon in 1972. 
He traveled around the country 
urging students to register to vote and 
run as delegates to the national 
conventions in 1972, After the '72 
Democratic convention, Barrett 
managed the successful State 
Representative campaign of a friend,

Barney Frank, Yad then went tb work 
for Torbett MacDonald, Reading's 
Congressman. Congressman Mac- 
Donald was chairman of a sub- 
committee which had jurisdiction 
over all electric power matters, which 
enabled Barrett to gain a lot of 
knowledge in that field. One reason 
Rep. Barrett felt the Seabrook in- 
vestment would be such a bad 
financial move for Reading was that 
he had spent years involved with 
electric power issues. 

After working for Congressman 
MacDonald for a time, Barrett then 
became legislative assistant to 
Massachusetts Congressman Michael 
Harrington, where he worked on @ 
variety of matters. In the fall of 1974, 
he entered Northeastern University’s 
Law School. 

“The school was fantastic," says 
Barrett. ‘I urge anyone interested in 
law to attend it because it combines a 
progressive approach to education 
with a real life practical approach 
We went out on our co-op assignments 
and worked in law firms, represen- 
ting clients. That's radical for legal 
education, but it's really a down to 
earth, conservative, common sense 
approach to education at the same 
time.” 

Barrett spent six months in An- 
chorage, Alaska, representing 
members of the union building the 
pipelines. “As part of their union 
dues, they could participate in a pre- 
paid legal program," he says. “For a 
certain amount each week, they got 
guaranteed legal assistance, just as 
they got guaranteed dental and 
medical benefits." 

For Barrett, who is very interested 
in trial work, this was a valuable 
opportunity to gain trial skills. 
During those six months, he 
represented approximately fifty 
clients, without any supervision. 
Since Alaska doesn't have a law 
school, they had to rely on students 
from out of state. 

“Northeastern in unique because it 
is able to send students out during the ° 
school year on co-op assignments 
when other law schools had their 
students back on campus,” says 
Barrett. ‘‘So we were the only source 
of supply for them in Alaska and they 
had to give us a lot of freedom. It was 
a unique opportunity to really gain 
skills in that craft.’” 

Upon his graduation from law 
actggl, Barrels won the high honor of 
a ip to the Federal Coart in 
Wi ton, D.C. and spent a year 
with Judge June Green helping her to 
decide cases. 

“Clerking for the trial court in 
Washington on the Federal level is 
tremendous because every case that 
comes before that court involves 


trial of one of the Koreagate figures 
(one of the Koreans who were accused 
of paying off Congressmen), and very 
important environmental cases in- 
volving drilling for oil off the coast of 
Alaska. 

“There was a tremendous amount 
of really fascinating cases, So we had 
a lot of very interesting legal work 
involving important constitutional 
law questions. 

After completing only one year of 
the two-year clerkship, Barrett 
returned to Reading to run for State 
Representative. Hav m up in 
Reading, he had neces bore in 
the area and local issues very early. 
When Representative Nordberg in- 
dicated that he might not run for re- 
election, Barrett began to think about 
being a candidate himself. The more 
he thought about the approach to the 


position he might like to take, the - 


more the job appealed to him and he 
decided it was a good move to make. 

“There was a certain amount of 
risk involved because everyone who 
goes to Washington to clerk for the 
federal courts stays there and makes 

lies of money. The legal cases 
re are the most interesting you're 
going to come across in the country. I 
felt it was a gamble to come back, but 
I liked Reading and New England and 
I liked the idea of making the office 
more dynamic than it seemed,” he 
says. 

“Everything I am or ever hoped to 
be I owe to my family,” says Barrett. 
Voters will recall the army of Barrett 
brothers and sisters who canvassed 
the towns for their brother. “I think 
in many cases people voted for the 
family. They were impressed by the 
individuals, my brothers, and sisters 
whom they knew, my parents,” he 
says. hope part of it was an in- 
terest in issues and I don’t think I was 
a detriment to the campaign, but I 
think my family made the decisive 
difference. I think without them I'd 
-be sweeping the streets of Boston 
right now.”” 

Mike Barrett loves his job as a State 
Representative, putting in a 65-70 
hour work week. His is a schedule 
that only the most committed person 
would follow.

On weekends, Rep. Barrett spends 
a considerable es A (fe 
reading, working at hit ice al e 
or pursuing something he's concerned 
about. 

His greatest concern at this time is 
the water problem facing Reading, 
North Reading and Wilmington, and 
the fact that there are no easy 
solutions. He points out that in the 
Seabrook case there wi decision 
that was going ta be made by the local 
light department. In that situation he 
felt his job was to influence the 
decision. “But there's no one decision 
involving our drinking water which if 
made would help,” says Barrett. 
“It’s a much more difficult problem. 
We're talking about having to create 
state and federal programs from 
scratch to provide the communities 
with assistance to handle their water 
problems.” Barrett feels it will be 
‘one to three years before the towns 
receive significant relief. 

Despite his demanding schedule, 
Barrett does find time to relax. He's 
very close to his family and spends a 
lot of time with friends. “‘All of us 
young men and women who are now 
around 30 have begun doing intersting 
things with our lives so there’s always 
plenty to talk about. In fact I think 
life is-quite interesting for my friends 
and me right now. We've gotten over 
our schooling, we've begun to do 
whatever it was we were going to do
